One Captain Apologizes For 


Delaying His Surrender 


By PRESTON GROVER 
Associate Press Staff Writer 
CAIRO, Dec. 30—I returned to 
Cairo today from three weeks In 
the Libyan desert with advancing 
British forces.

Gandhi decided to retain hts 
freedom to oppose all violence and 
could not so dong with the major­ 
ity of the party’* executive com­ 
mittee In a step toward coopera­ 
tion in Britain’* war effort

bay resolution of Befit. It. 1940.” 
The executive committee of the 
party voted at Bombay last year 
to withdraw a previous conditional 
offer to cooperate with Britain In 
the war effort aud invited Gandhi 
—who disagreed with the offer in 
the first place—to resume his party 
leadership with power 
“to guide 
It In any action 
that should be 
taken.” 
Now the party and Gandhi have 
differed again and the little leader 
In whom millions of Indians put 
their hopes for Independence has 
stepped, aside, unswervingly true 
to his principles 
of non-violent 
civil disobedience. 
‘I must continue the civil dis­ 
obedience movement for freedom 
of speech against 
all wars with 
such congressmen and others whom 
I select.” Gandhi’s letter said. 
Long Wrangle Reported 
After a long wrangle

Gandhi attended the sessions and 
the decision was believed to have

bor. told reporters that while the 
nation faces a grave situation he 
is confident of eventual victory. 
“The m ost hopeful sign a t pres­ 
ent is the fight the Russians are 
putting up and the indications that 
are coming out of Germany that 
the people there are beginning to 
get restless,” he said, continuing: 
“I always have felt that sooner 
or later Germany wrould crack up 
from 
within because she never 
would be able to consolidate the 
various cares in Europe and be­ 
cause there is bound to be a great 
deal of sabotage in the countries 
Mr. H itler has taken over.” 


W heeler said it is unfortunate 
that this country sold Japan scrap 
iron, tin, copper, cotton and other 
m aterials which had been forged 
into weapons to fight Americans.

UBLICATION of the stringent rules that will 
outlaw private motor vehicles unless the Pa- 
plfio war can be won sooner than expected Is an 
pbject lesson on raw material. Americans need one. 
Rubber has become for them a necessity, lf they 
had to get along without It, a oh ionic shortage 
{would be intolerable. Even lf they had a practical 
ftuhaUtute and the substitute were more expensive 
than the real thing or for tome reason could not be 
produced In large enough quantities, that would be 
Intolerable, too. 
, Americans ars having a foretaste of what It means 
to liva in a country with unfulfilled needs for vital 
ga* m ateriels.

Nazi-Controlled Land Has Been Stripped Of Ail 


Her Resources As 'Saddest Years’ Plague Nation

France this year-end is at her 
lowest ebb since the 1171 defeat

Politically France Is bound to a 
policy o f continental collaboration 
and a European new deal which 
even th e most optimistic member 
of the cabinet could not imagine 
receiving the approbation of one 
Frenchman in four. 
Materially, France is flat on her 
back. H er great stocks have gone, 
those trem endous stocks of wool, 
rubber, coal, copper, iron as well 
as the vast reserves of wine. cof­ 
fee, fats and oils. 
She lives from 
hand to mouth, and the hand like 
the mouth is frequently bare. 
Her 
industries 
have 
nothing 
left; she is fed by Germany with 
the iron. steel, coke and coal she 
needs. 
Even Germany cannot fur­ 
nish tho rubber, wool, cotton, cop­ 
per. alloys, oil, gasoline snd the 
foodstuffs 'she sorely needs. 
Completely on economic pris­ 
oner of Germany, France is hound 
by ber needs to do what she Is 
told. Completely deprived of polit­ 
ical Independence of action. Franco 
heeds the hand which feeds her.

The late Sara Delano Roosevelt, 
affectionately called the venerable 
“Queen Mother" of the Roosevelt 
clan.

fortitude. 
Churchill’s dogged determination 
and cheerful aggressiveness 
fre­ 
quently has been attributed to his 
mother. In th© old days hts po­ 
litical adversaries blamed every­ 
thing they didn't like about him on 
hia American blood, including the 
naming of two British gunboats tn 
19IS the "U. 8.

On March 18. long before the 
Berlin • Rome • Tokyo alliance de­ 
clared war on the United States, 
Churchill said in a broadcast to

share our secrets, and the day will 
come when the British Empire and 
the United States will share to­ 
gether the solemn 
but splendid 
duties which are the crown of vic­ 
tory.”

° Ur corrPKP°T1dents that their 
“ nwarJ* n t«*- There have been only 
a few blackouts hereabouts and a couple of them 
came when most of the ladies and gentlemen of 
screenburg were probably home pounding th©ir ears 
a change in studio working hours being about the 
only drastic result of war conditions so far. 
No night “shooting” is permitted, meaning that 
the work on the pictures must discontinue when 
darkness comes on. Ordinarily there is almost as 
much activity at night around the studios as in the 
daytime. Now the "shooting" period starts at 8 p. m 
and finishes at 5 p. rn. and by 6 the studio is blacker 
than a yard down a bear’s throat. 
Thus a bombing raid would be unlikely to catch 
any actors and few other employes on the lots, if 
being caught there can be figured any disadvantage 
over being caught anywhere el*© in southern Calf. 
fora la. Personally, we think not. Rome of the studio* 
have good stout buildings of steel and reinforced 
concrete that afford better shelter In our inexpert 
opinion than anything short of a deep cellar.

Roll Up Sleeves

But for the last 
three years 
army, navy and territorial 'agencies 
have been at work to make Alaska 
as nearly impregnable at possible. 
Build Air Strength 
On 
tor-flung Unalaska island, 
w ithin flying distance of Japan, 
the navy has been constructing a 
large base. Closer to the Alaskan 
mainland, bases are under way at 
Kodiak and Sitka. 
The army has big projects going 
at Anchorage, Fairbanks and Ann­ 
ette island. An improved port and 
rail term inal is under construction 
at W hittier. 
A string of air fields is being 
constructed by the civil aeronau­ 
tics authority. They are linked 
closely with similar developments 
in vast British Columbia, a province 
larger than W ashington, Oregon 
and California combined. 
As forewarning of the coming 
storm, at least two members of 
congress have demanded in the 
last year that the United States 
acquire air bases in Siberia which 
would complete a rainbow of air­ 
fields—reaching through 
Canada.

W hat may have been done along 
this line is a military secret.

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The United States Army today has 34 divisions in the 
continental United States. 
Eighteen are Infantry Divisions 
(square), each organized with two Infantry Brigades of two 
regiments and one Field Artillery Brigade of three regiments. 
Eight are Infantry Divisions (triangular), composed of three 
regiments of Infantry , each of which is ordinarily supported 
by one battalion of Artillery to form a combat team. 
An 
additional battalion of heavier Artillery is available for 
further reenforcement. 
Brigade organization is eliminated 
in the Infantry Divisions (triangular), giving the Division 
Commander direct control of his three combat teams of 
Infantry -Artillery . The Army has five Armored Divisions. 
Each Armored Division is composed of command, recon­ 
naissance, support, supply , and striking units with tanks. 
There are also two Cavalry Divisions of two brigades each. 
One experimental Motorized Division is a cross between the 
present Infantry Division (triangular) and the Armored

M y poinsettia has been grow­ 
in g steadily ever since a year ago 
and it is now so tail that it is 
awkward to handle. When should 
I cut It back, now or later? 
If y our poinsettia is In good con 
ditioD I would certainly let it grow 
and bloom and enjoy it for Christ­ 
mas. 
After 
Christmas, 
probably 
the best thing would be to put It 
in the cellar, giving it just enough 
w ater to keep it alive. 
Then in June y ou can cut It back 
to short stubs, repot it and set it 
out in thh garden for the summer. 


Is It too late to plant roses? 
As long as the ground Is not 
frozen there is still ample time to 
plant roses. In fact, I am planting 
a number In my own garden some­ 
tim e within the next week or 10 
da^s. 
If there Is any danger of the 
ground freezing I will give it a 
heavy mulch of leaves to keep it 
from freezing until after the roses 
are planted. As soon as they are 
planted I will mound soil 6 to 8 
inches high around each bush and 
cut the bush back to the top of the 
mound.

Each envelope holds one 
sheet of the manuscripts. 
H ersholt is translating the 13 
stories into English. He’s writing 
a 10,000 word biography of Ander­ 
sen and he’s re-translating 29 of 
the best known Andersen stories 
to be included.

My poinsettia has been grow*

When should 
I cut it back, now or later? 
If your poinsettia is in good con­ 
dition I would certainly let it grow 
and bloom and enjoy it for C hrist­ 
mas. 
A fter 
Christmas, 
probably 
the best thing would be ta put it 
in the cellar, giving it ju st enough 
w ater to keep it alive. 
Then in June you can cut it back 
to short stubs, repot it and set it 
out in thh garden for the summer. 


Is It too late to plant roses? 
As long as the ground -Is not 
frozen there is still ample time to 
plant roses. In fact, I am planting 
a number in my own g&rdeq some­ 
tim e within the next week or IO 
days. 
If there is any danger of the 
ground freezing I will give it a 
heavy mulch of leaves to keep it 
from freezing until after the roses 
are planted. As soon as they are 
planted I will mound soil 6 to 8 
inches high around each bush and 
cut the bush back to the top of the 
mound. 
Personally, I would rather do this 
than wait until spring to plant 
them.

THE RUBBER SITUATION 
AND HOW IT AFFECTS TIRES 
FOR YOUR CAR 


With th« declaration of war between the 
United State« and the Axis Powers, the long- 
threatened danger of our principal sources of 
rubber supply has become an unpleasant reality. ' 
From Malaya and the Netherlands East Indies 
comes 75 per cent of the world’s rubber and 
these two countries are now under attack by 
our enemies. Today, Japanese troops are attempt­ 
ing to penetrate southward through the jungles 
of Malaya and to land by parachute on the is­ 
land of Sumatra in a desperate effort to occupy 
these vital rubber-producing areas and thereby 
slow the wheels of American industry. 


Rubber In Modern Warfare 
Rubber is indispensable in modern warfare. Air­ 
planes and scout cars, tank s and truck s, barrage 
balloons and gas mask s are only a few of the 
many essential war materials that require rub­ 
ber. 


The Reserve Supply Of Rubber 
Keenly aware of this strategic importance of 
rubber and anticipating the day when the United 
States might be cut off from the Far East, our 
government, in cooperation with the rubber in­ 
dustry, began more than two years ago to build 
up a reserve supply. After Pearl Harbor, it be­ 
came necessary to tak e drastic steps to protect 
this precious store of rubber and on December 
11 our government issued an order prohibiting 
^ the sale of tires and tubes to anyone not having 
a priority rating of A-3 or better. These tempor­ 
ary restrictions will end on January 5, and they 
will be superseded by new regulations which 
are now being formulated. 


How long such restrictions will remain in force 
will depend upon the course of future events. 
Naturally, when our allied forces are victorious 
in the Far East, shipments of rubber to the 
United States will be resumed. But in the mean­ 
time, steps are being tak en to relieve the pres­ 
ent situation. 


Facts About Synthetic Rubber 
The first of these is the expansion of facilities 
for the manufacture of synthetic rubber. There 
are a number of large plants now under con­ 
struction, and the one for which we are re­ 
sponsible will be ready for production in the 
first part of 1942, Nearly ten years ago, our or- 
ganization began experimenting with various 
types of synthetic rubber, and in May, 1933, we 
produced the first synthetic rubber tires ever 
manufactured for Uncle Sam’s armed forces. As 
more synthetic rubber became avfdlable, we con­ 
sistently increased our production of synthetic 
rubber tires. The most important elements need­ 
ed for the manufacture of sjmthetic rubber are 
Butadiene and Styrene, both by-products of pe­ 
troleum, which commodity the United States is 
fortunate in having available within its borders 
in unlimited quantities. * 


Brazilian Rubber Available 
Another possible emergency source of rubber is 
the Valley of the Amazon River in South Ameri­ 
ca. From that area, 45,000 tons were shipped 
in 1912 and it has been estimated that perhaps 
as many as 300,000,000 wild rubber trees exist 
in this region. These are not being tapped at 
the present time because the price of rubber is 
lower than the price which would provide the 
' 
incentive for the natives to blaze the jungle 
trails, tap the trees and bring the rubber to mar­ 
k et.

Air­ 
planes and scout cars, tanks and trucks, barrage 
balloons and gas masks are only a few of the 
many eesential war materials that require rub­ 
ber. 


The Reserve Supply Of Rubber 
Keenly aware of this strategic importance of 
rubber and anticipating the day when the United 
States might be cut off from the Far East, our 
government, in cooperation with the rubber in­ 
dustry, began more than two years ago to build 
up a reserve supply. After Pearl Harbor, it be­ 
came necessary to take drastic steps to protect 
this precious store of rubber and on December 
l l our government issued an order prohibiting 
the sale of tires and tubes to anyone not having 
a priority rating of A-3 or better. These tempor­ 
ary restrictions will end on January 5, and they 
will be superseded by new regulations which 
are now being formulated. 


How long such restrictions will remain in force 
will depend upon the course of future events. 
Naturally, when our allied forces are victorious 
in the Far East, shipments of rubber to the 
United States will be resumed. But in the mean­ 
time, steps are being taken to relieve the pres­ 
ent situation. 


Facts About Synthetic Rubber 
The first of these is the expansion of facilities 
for the manufacture of synthetic rubber. There 
are a number of large plants now under con- 
struction, and the one for which we are re­ 
sponsible will be ready for production in the 
first part of 1942. Nearly ten years ago, our or­ 
ganization began experimenting with various 
types of synthetic rubber, and in May, 1933, we 
produced the first synthetic rubber tires ever 
manufactured for Uncle Sam’s armed forces. As 
more synthetic rubber became available, we con­ 
sistently increased our production of synthetic 
rubber tires. The most important elements need­ 
ed for the manufacture of synthetic rubber are 
Butadiene and Styrene, both by-products of pe­ 
troleum, which commodity the United States is 
fortunate in having available within its borders 
in unlimited quantities. 


Brazilian Rubber Available 
Another possible emergency source of rubber is 
the Valley of the Amazon River in South Ameri­ 
ca. From that area, 45,000 tons were shipped 
rn 1912 and it has been estimated that perhaps 
as many as 300,000,000 wild rubber trees exist 
in this region. These are not being tapped at 
the present time because the price of rubber is 
lower than the price which would provide the 
incentive for the natives to blaze the jungle 
trails, tap the trees and bring the rubber to mar­ 
ket. In addition, there is a possibility that some 
rubber can be obtained from Guayule shrubs, 
which can be raised in this country and Mexico. 


Americans Should Produce Their 
Own Rubber 
In this critical hour, when rubber assumes a 
position of prime importance to our national 


welfare and to our ultimate victory, I cannot 
help thinking of the statement made by my 
father more than 20 years ago when he declared 
that * ’Americans should produce their own Rub­ 
ber”. To him the dependence of this country 
upon a single, concentrated area for any basic 
raw material was economically unsound and it 
was his premonition of difficulties in the future 
that led to the establishment of the Firestone 
Rubber plantations in Liberia, which are now 
being worked to the very limit to produce every 
possible pound of rubber for our country.

Good Neighbor Policy Hit By 


Publicity About Star 


By Tho United Pre**. 
SANTIAGO, 
Chile — Another 
"good neighbor” effort by Holly­ 
wood went sour when a Santiago 
newspaper recently took issue with 
an American studio's publicity re­ 
lease about the early life in Val­ 
paraiso of motion picture actress 
Evelyn Ankers. Although known as 
a British star. Miss Ankers was 
born and lived until ahe was IO 
years old in Chile’s most important 
port. 
The newspaper described as par­ 
ticularly inept a passage In tho 
studio’s biogapby of Miss Ankers 
life In Chile. Here is a retransla­ 
tion of that passage as quoted In 
the newspaper: 
"She Is the daughter of one of 
the first white women In Chile. 
Her life has been divided between 
exploring the wild South American 
Jungles, and studying in the most 
sophisticated London schools. Bom 
in Valparaiso, she spent the first 
ten years of her life in South Amer­ 
ica. They were ten years of danger 
with several narrow escapes from 
savages in the heart of the South 
American Jungles.” 
The newspapfer pointed out that 
the first European woman in Chile 
wan Inez de Suarez, who stood at 
Pedro de Valdivia’s side when he 
founded Santiago In February 1541; 
that almost the entire population of 
Valparaiso is of European descent, 
and that there are no savages and 
no Jungles In Chile.
